Book: Divorce, working moms 
not to blame for social decay

WASHINGTON - A book by the 
Urban Institute challenges thcurio.s 
that increases in divorce and in the 
employment of mothers outside the 
home arc the major cause of teen- 
age drug use, suicide, high school 
dropouts, murder and poorer school 
performance. 

The book, "The Changing Ameri- 
can Family and Public Policy." also 
disputes the notion that the level of 
welfare bchcfils has a major impact 
on teen-age pregnancy and divorce, 

The book is another salvo in a 
long-standing dispute over what has 
caused some of the unfavorable so- 
cial trends of recent decades. In ef- 
fect, it challenges the idea that a re- 
turn to the "traditional family," in 
which the mother stays home, would 
reverse most of the trends. 

In one chapter, authors Frank 
Furstenberg Jr. and Grelchcn Con- 
dran noted that the employment of 
mothers outside the home has been 
rising continuously for a generation, 
and divorce-has also been increasing 
rapidly, 


During the the 1970s, according to 
their figures, almost all the statis- 
tics on scholastic aptitude scores, 
high school graduation rates, drug 
use, delinquency, homicide rates 
among teen-agers, teen-age suicide, 
birth rates among unmarried wom- 
en, alcohol use and some other simi- 
lar .social indicators of teen-age be- 
havior got worse. 

But in the late 1970s and early 
1960s, they said, these unfavorable 
social statistics leveled off or began 
to improve, although women's em- 
ployment outside the home was con- 
tinuing to rise. 

Divorce rates did, level off in this 
later period'as well, but this oc- 
curred too late to have much effect 
on those who were teen-agers in the 
late 1970s and early 1960s, they said. 

The authors said th.csc figures 
suggest there is no direct correlation 
between female omployme'ht ond 
many of the unfavorable trends. 
They say this thesis is reinforced by 
.the finding that the same trend — 
with social statistics getting worse 
in the 1970s and improving in the 
early 1900s — is also apparent for 


higher ago groups who would •liove 
been far less touched in their forma- 
tive years by increase in divorce 
and mothers' employment 

Similar patterns wore olso found 
in Europe, the authors said. 

'The authors said the worsening of 
social indicators in the 1970s may 
have had major causes other than 
divorce and fcmole employment. 

One possible explanation, they 
said, is that 'the Vietnam war pre- 
cipitated a cultural crisis that sent 
shock waves through a number of in- 
stitutions." Another is 'public sup- 
port for liberalizing' prohibitions 
against drug use, certain sexual be- 
hoviors ancTdlVorcc." 

Still a third is that competition 
within the huge Baby Boom gcnchi- 
tjon for school places and jobs pro- 
duced "generational conflict and 
youth alienation." 

- The authors said their findings 
strongly suggest that 'in the unlikely 
event that parents ... restored the 
'traditional family,' we seriously - 
doubt that levels of drug use, alcohol 
consumption or crime would rcUim" 
to the low levels of the 1960s.

WASHINGTON — During the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in August, some conservative 
Californians, including former baseball star Steve 
Garvey, announced.thoy were setting up an "inde- 
pendent expenditure" committee to raise at least 
S2 million to buy television time in their key state 
to help GOP presidential nominee George Bush. 

The latest figures filed af the Federal Election 
Commission sliow the group, the Committee for 
the Presidency, has raised less than $180,000 and 
through Wednesday has spent only $92,000 for 
television commercials attacking Democratic nom- 
inee Michael S. Dukakis' record on crime. 


Lee Spitzenberger, president of the political con- 
sulting group that .started the committee, acknowl- 
edged Friday that the initial $2 million goal "quite 
frankly was overly ambitious." But he added that 
"our impact has been 50 limes the amount spent" 
thanks to free tcicvi.siun time and prc.ss exposure. 

The grbup's commercials feature victims of 
Wiliam Horton Jr., the convicted murderer who 
escaped from the Massachusetts prison furlough 
program and raped a Maryland woman. Tliie com- 
mittee has sponsored news conferences in Califor- 
nia, Texas, New York and Chicago featuring Cliff 
Barnes, the Maryland man whose fiance was 
raped by Horton.

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911 probably needed, 
but proposal flawed 


Since last winter, when the Idaho Lepislature authorized 
counties to do so, Twin Falls County Commisaionera have 
waited for the public to tell them what to do about a county 
emergency 911 number system. 

Now, apparently because they didn’t get much public in- 
put, they have thrown the question to the people on the Nov. 
8 ballot. 

Unfortunately, they have done so in a way which, despite 
the needs, gives us no choice but to fecommend against the 
911 proposal. 

If the proposal, ns it is on the ballot, were to pass, it would 
commit every owner of a telephone in T\viii Falls County to 
pay up to $1 a month indefinitely for a 911 emergency phone 
system whose outlines arc essentially unknown. 

In cfiect, wc ore going to be assessed nearly $300,000 an- 
nually ($1 a month x 12 months x 23,000 phonos) for a sys- 
tem that not even the commis.sioners themselves have decid- 
ed upon. 

That this "pig in a poke" proposal is on the ballot is the 
fault of the three commissioners, Judy Felton, Jim Fraley 
an d Ma rvi n Hem plemon. all of them full-time elected oflfi- 
ciols wHolcnow“a^i leasrsnThfohihs’hgi) abFut't^^^ 
tions, 

" In our view, it was their job to gather the options and 
make a specific recommendation to the people. Instead, they 
-..now cloim they didn't have the time to gather the necessary 
information. 

Hempieman says "It's always a flaw if you don't have a 
good plan, but wo didn’t have enough time. " One wonders 
what they've been doing. 

In their explanation, the commissioners imply that the 
vote is an "advisory" one to give them an idea of whether the 
people will support any 911 system. 

This is not so. The ballot measure is not on advisory one; it 
writes the commissioners a blank check for up to $300,000 
onnuolly, to bo assessed on each of our phones. 

There is probably a need for some kind of 911 emergency 
system in ^e county, although there is no agreement os to 
how it should be constructed, or who should run it. 

Tho commissioners had o responsibility, in our view, to set- 
tle thos^ucstlons first! 

Tho 9ii measure on. tho Nov. 8 ballot puts the cart before 
the horse. It should bo turned down in its present form.

Since Inst winter, when. the Idaho Loifialaturo authorized 
counties to do so. Twin FuTTs County Commisaionors have 
wnited for the public to tell them whnt to do about a county 
emergengy 911 number system. 

Now. apparently because they didn't get much public in- 
put, they have thrown the question to the people on the Nov, 
8 bnll^. 

UnfoYtunatoly, they have done so in a way which, despite 
the needs, gives us no choice but to recommend against the 
911 proposal.. 

If the proposal, ns it is on the ballot, were to pass, it would 
commit every owner of a telephone in ISvin Falls County to 
pay up to $1 n month indefinitely for a 911 emergcncy.phone 
. system who.se outlines arc essentially unknown. 

In cflTect, we are going to be assessed nearly .$300,000 an- 
nually ($1 a month x 12 months x 23,000 phonos) for a sys- 
tem that not even the commissioners themselves have decid- 
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cd upon. 

That this "pig in a poke" proposal is on the ballot is the 
fault of the three commissioners, Judy Felton, Jim Fraley 
‘ond Marvin Hompleman. all of them full-time elected offi- 
cials who knew at least she months ago about the 911 op- 


Democrats need to keep fighting 


In our view, it was their job to gather the options and 
make a specific recommendation to the people. Instead, they 
now claim they didn't have the time to gather the necessary 
information. 

Hcmplcman says "It's always a flaw if you don't have* a 
good plan, but we didn't have enough time." One wonders 
what they've been doing. 

In thoir explanation, the commissioners imply that the 
vote is an "advisory" one to give them an idea of whether the 
people will support any 911 system. 

This is not so. The ballot mpasurc is not an advisory one; it 
writes the commissioners a blank check for up to $300,000 
annually, to bo assessed on each of our phones. 

There is probably a need for some kind of 911 emergency 
system in the county, although there is no agreement ns to 
how it should be constructed, or who should run it. 

The commissioners had a responsibility, in our view, to set- 
tlo-thoso questions first. 

The 911 measure on the Nov. 8 ballot put.s the cart before 
the horse. It should be turned down in its present form.

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similar to Reagan, yet personally "kinder and gen- 
tler." It was just what America needed to hcarat 
that time, especially women and young people. It 
defined the condidatc and his vision of the future.

'That's why I came, so wo could do 
everything to assure the U.S. govern- 
ment she will be there," Bnrtko said. 
"Any apprehension about her not 
meeting her legal obligation is totally 
unfounded." 

Mrs. Marcos ond her husband, for- 
mer Philippines President Ferdinand 
Marcos, were indicted Oct 21 on 
charges that they looted more than 
$100 million fronf their country and 
u.scd it to buy New York real estate, 
artwork and other objects.’ 

Defense lawyers persuaded U.S. 
District Judge John F. Keenan that 
Marcos, 71 , was too frail to make the 
long flight His arraignment was 
postponed at least until a govern- 
ment physician examines him. 

- Marcos fled to Hawaii in February 
1986 after a military-dvilian revolt 
catapulted Corazon Aquino to power, 
ending Marcos' 20-ycar rule.

More than 100 people died and 
more than 160,000 wore left home- 
less in the nation of 3 million.

"I have nothing now, nothing," said

homeless in the costern port city of 
Blucficlds. "The prices were high, the 
salaries too low te cat. Now what will 
happen?" 

Rebuilding means more foreign 
loans and debts. Crop damage means 
lost revenue and higher domestic 
prices. Industrial destruction means 
lower output and unemployment 

Before tho storm, Nicaragua's for- 
eign debt was $6 billion, inflation 
had spiraled to a 4,000 percent annu- 
ally, and the average worker earned -

Fighting between cai;tels 
doesn't slow cocaine trade

BOGOTA. Colombia — The esca- 
lating war between this country's 
two largest cocaine syndicates over 
control of the $1 billion-a-ycar New 
York wholesale cocaine market shows 
no indication of slowing trafficking in 
the drug, U.S. and Colombian 
officials say. 

Cocaine production and exporting 
are oontinuutg at record levels despite 
the fighting ^tween the rival cartels,, 
and some authorities here and in the 
United States admit that the best hope 
for a decrease in cocaine shipments is 
that some of the cocaine smugglers will 
be forced to turn to other activities be- 
cause of reduced profits in the glutted 
U.S. market * 

"Delivery-price at Miami is half 
what it was a year and a half ago," 


said a U.S. Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration official based in Latin 
America. "We've seen an enormous 
resurgence in marijuana, because the 
obscene profits just aren't there in 
coke anymore. Marijuana is becom- 
ing a better cash crop than coke.’ 
New York City police say the cur- 
rent wholesale price of cocaine is 
about $14,000 a kilogram, or 20 per- 
cent less than what it was a year 
ago. In Miami,' the price has dropped 
to less than $5,000 a kilo, holt of 
what it was a year ago. The cartel's 
profit morgin on Florida shipments 
reportedly has dropped to as low os 
30 percent. But the markup on ship- 
ments to New York, a more distant 
city -with more delivery problems, is 
still 200 percent or more, and that 
has been sparking the battle for con- 
trol of tho New York market

Boy Scout council adopts new rules to combat child abuse

TWIN FALLS - The local Boy 
Scout council has entered the fray 
against child abuse. 

"I feci there is no totally fail-safe 
program (against child abusers) 

Rod Leslie, scout executive for the 
Snake River Council, said. "But the 
Boy Scouts are making it very, very 
difficult for them to operate." 

The council is initialing back- 
ground checks of Icodersl It also re- 
quires leaders to adhere to stringent 


rules that limit onc-on-onc contact 
with boys and Iroias them to identify. , 
child abu.se. 

The new rules, pul into cITcct Sept. 
1, arc part of a nationwide effort to 
crack down on child abuse and 
lessen the youth organization's liabil- 
ity. 

Snake River Council's yearly lia- 
' hility insurance has risen to $12,000 
from $1,000 in five years. About half 
of the increase can be attributed to 
the threat of child-abuse suits, Leslie 
said. 

The council, which involves 5,800 


children in the Magic Vnlk*y and 
parts of Utah .ml Idaho, has trained 
as many as half of its 1,200 leaders. 
Moterials and staff time for the 
training will cost $20,000 next year, 
Lc.slic said. 

Council President Paul Smith said 
the new rules ore not the result of lo- 
cal incidents but Uiat the Snake Riv- 
er Council wanted to .set up n pro- 
gram early. 

National scout leaders who recog- 
nized liw incren.sing problem of child 
abu.se teamed up with psyclnlogists 
to set rules and develop an informa- 


tion bose about abuse. 

Smith said charitable groups loo 
long have stuck their heads in the 
sand. "We arc now recognizing that 
it is going on," he said. 

The program identifies some of 
the sigas of sexuol or physical obusc 
— such as a developed knowledge of 
sex at an early age, fcor of touching, 
cigarette bums or bruises in the di.s- 
linctivc shape of a weapon, 

Emotional abuse and neglect arc 
more difficult to detect without troin- 
ing. but sigas could include lagging 
behind in physical development or 


having habit disorders such as biting 
and rocking, according to the pro- 
gram. 

Smith said scout leaders must re- 
port suspected abuse to authorities. 

"We go overboord to tell them they 
hove a moral and legal duly to re- 
port," he said. 

Leaders can discuss a child's situ- 
ation with scouting officials before 
deciding whether to take the issue to 
police or health and welfare officials. 

The new program also requires a 
lighter rein on how troops ore run. It

"Vcrbol abuse may also occur 
when demands ora made that ex- 
ceed the physical capability of the 
member,' it states. 

Physical abuse can take place 
during initiation rites and hazing, 
the guideline states.

He said Shoshone's law enforcement four 
years ago ‘was not as effective ns it should 
have been and that he's upgraded the profes- 
sionalism of the force. Now, he said, he wants 
to do something else. 

Asked if the job became boring, Peyman 
said, "It did. I would put my time in up there 
but there just wasn't that much to be done. 
I'm a person who wants something new, to 
try to achieve a goal." 

A police report for September, filed with 
the council, shows Peyman had made as 
many arrests as any other officer on the 
three-man force. 

Peyman said he will move to Twin Falls 
within the next couple of months to pursue a 
business opportunity, which hc-woiild not dis- 
close. He said he'll continue to run the Body 
Shop as well. 

Peyman was the subject of controversy 
during ' his law enforcement days in 
Shoshone. 

He was hired as a city patrolman, and then 
appointed chief in January 1986. The ap- 
pointment demoted long-time chief John 
Shaffer to patrolman and caused a public re- 
sponse that led to an attempted recall of City 
Councilman Jerry Baltazor, who was oversee- 
ing the police department, which eventually 
failed. ^ * 

Shaffer was reinstated ns chief, but’served 
for a month and resigned, Peyman than be- 
came chief. 

"He's been under a lot of pressure from 
some elements in the public since the Shnfier 
thing," Ridinger said. 

Pnyman also filed suit against Greg John- 
ston when he was a sheriffs deputy, claiming 
Johnston's dog had attacked Payman's young 
son. 

Sheriff Darwin Mills responded by denying 
Peyman dpputy status, a form of cooperation ’ 
^hat was traditional between the city and 
county departments. At the time of the inci- 
dent Mills claimed Peyman was an "adver- 
sary of the county." 

Johnston is no longer working in Lincoln 
County and the suit has been settled, but 
Peyman was never restored to deputy status 
and Ridinger acknowledges ongoing tension 
between the' city and county law enforcement 
agencies. 

The new police chief is a Fairfield native 
and told tho City Council ho felt tho job in 
Shoshone would let him live closer to his 
hometown. 

City officials report several persons applied 
for the $1,400 per-month job, The decision to 
hire Cox was based on his experience. 

' The 41-ycar-old Cox is married with three 
children, and the family has begun looking 
for a home in Shoshone. 

The new chief joins officers Dan Lewin and 
Brian Karear. All of the officers arc new to 
the force in the past year, with Karear join- 
ing the force last month to replace Don Sci- 
dler who resigned in September.

Candidates debate isssues at Ketchum forums

HAILEY — Nuclear wn.stc. education, 
drugs and the airport dominated two 
Blaine County political forums Friday 
that included state House candidates Ihm 
Morrison and Gene Sullivan. ' 

Morrison, a Republican, and incumbent 
Sullivan, a Democrat, are Vying for Dis- 
trict 22A House sent. 

Morrison, a retired agribusincssmnn, 
touts as crucial points in his campaign 
that he is tied to no special interests and 
would devote himself full-time to his leg- 
islative responsibilities. " 

lb questions about funding education, 
Morrison said some funds could be rni.scd 
by encouraging tourism and new busi- 
nesses in Idaho. "Lottery money is not the 
answer for education," ho .said. 

He felt a go-slow policy was best for the 
.Idaho National Engineering Laboratory, 
but cautioned that tho .stale has to be 
careful "not to throw the baby out \rith 
tho bathwater." 

Both candidates said they do not sup- 
port the Special Isotope Separator. 

Sullivan, a Fairfield resident and school 
teacher, ran for the Hou.se scat in the pre- 
vious general election, losing by 52 votes 


to Gary Robbins. 

SOllivnn also .said he opposcs'Hbe lot- 
tery. saying it would do ’little to /aise 
funds for education. "Should it pass*how- 
ever. I'd put the money in a building fund 
ns the best u.sc of such revenue," he said. 

Sullivan said ho is especially concerned 
about Idaho's high s^chool dropout rate. He 
cited his hometown of Fairfield, where ho 
.said a freshman class of 13 dwindled to 
eight by the lime tho students were se- 
niors. 

On INEL, Sullivan said, "No more new 
.systems until the mess is cleaned up. The 
jobs aren't worth it." 

Two'local race.s wore also featured on 
Friday's program, The first had incum- 
bent Blaine County Sheriff Walt Femiing, 
a Republican, square off against Senior 
Blaine County Deputy Sheriff Eugene 
Farnworth, running as a Democrat. 

Both put drug law enforcement ns their 
highest priority, with Femiing noting that 
70 percent of felonies prosecuted in the 
county were related to drugs. 

Each candidate said the rising juvenile 
crime rate merits attention. Farnworth 
emphasized developing a teen center, or- 
ganized by teens, that would be free of 
drugs ami alcohol. 

The two candidates didn't agree on a 


possible merger of the Blaine County 
Sheriffs Office with that of the Hailey 
City Police. 

Femiing said it is in the best interest of 
both entities citing a possible $80,000 sav- 
ings while. giving better law enforcement 
coverage. Farnworth made reference to 
cases where such mergers had'not worked 
out for cither low enforcement agency, 
suggesting proceeding toward a possible 
merger with extreme caution. 

Tb a question from tho audience, both 
sheriffs candidates agreed the depart- 
ment needs more deputies to deal with 
Blaine County’s growtm 

The other local race, county commis- 
sioner, pitted Republican incumbent 
Robert Gardner, against challenger Tbm 
Blanchard, a Deinocrot. Three issues dom- 
inated their exchange; dealing with the 
Wood River and its prtipcnaity to flood, 
public access to Notional Forests and the 
Friedman .Memorial Airport. 

Blanchard contended that the county 
commissioncr.s, Gardner included, have 
allowed people to alter the rivers 
streambed without county approval. 

Gardner disagreed, stating that the 
commissioners took an active role in mon- 
itoring the Wood River, citing his own par- 
ticipation, on the commissioner's Stream 


Committee. 

In a civilized area "you can't just let the 
river run wild," Gardner said, 

With Blaine County's rapid develop- 
ment, Blanchard said he is concerned that 
public access National Fo.rest lands is 
rapidly diminishing as private individuals 
purchased property. 

"Where once I could go up 20 canyons in 
the area where I live, I can now go up 
about three," Blanchard said. 

Gardner the county should assert itself 
in ensuring access. 

Concerning the airport, Gardner, a 
rancher, private pilot and airport commis- 
sioner. said .Friedman is meeting the 
needs of the community but needs upgrad- 
ing to continue the quality of service, in- 
cluding oh airport tower. _ 

Contractor Blanchard said the airport 
at its current location is a "disaster wait- 
ing to happen," and that the community 
needed to begin planning for a second air- 
port at a different locale. 

"We con accomodate only 30 percent of 
the tourists who wont to get here, forcing 
them to fly to Twin and take the bus," 
Blanchard said,

Post offices to change rural addresses

BURLEY — Cassia County post offices will 
soon be changing their rural addresses, Dave 
Barrett, of the Burley Post Office, said. ' 

Barrett says Ca.ssin and Minidoka counties 
are the only two counties left in Idaho which 
use a rural route and box addressing .system to 
dclivcr.mail. After the change the rural address 
will coincide with the coordinates of a home'.s 
physical location rather than the current route 
and box. 

An address now labeled Route 3, Box 1029, 
for example, might change to the physical ad- 
dress of 400 W. and 350 S. 

"It just seems like the phone people and 
emergency people can't flrtd the addresses from 
what wc give them," Barrett said. "Those route 
numbers and box numbers d»n'b4wI ^ab «Mi" 

U.S. West has asked tho post office to make 
the change. According to Barrett, utility compa- 
nies often have difficulty locatiiig a home that 
needs service because the moiling address has 
no relation to the location of the homo. 

Barrett also believes the Change will be help- 
ful to police departments, hospitals and others 


who provide emergency .service. "If someone 
has a route 3 with a box number, that doesn't 
tell an ambulance driver whore they live." 

Barrett said he doesn't know what the cost 
will be. although he said U.S. West and Unity 
Electric have agreed to help with expenses. Ho 
said the county commissioners plan to start 
working on the change in November.' 

Barrett says the cost will bo involved in num- 
bering the houses. 'They have to go in and give 
everybody a hou.se number, so if there arc five 
houses in that mile coch of those houses will 
huvg an address on their house like in town." 

Local mail carriers arc in favor of the change, 
"As far as we’re concerned, wc feel it will be a 
little bit easier to sort the mail," Barrett said. 

He also said ifthc post office needs to change 
the routes their drivers use for any reason, the 
residents' addresses will stay the same. In the 
past, if the post office rerouted drivers, oil 
those people in that driver's route would get a 
new address. 

Rural residents of Cassia county will no 
longer have two addresses to remember. For ex- 
ample. when residents go to vote, they ore re- 
quired to give a moiling address and a physical 
address. After tho change, those addresses will 
be the same. 


Lack of heat problem in Oaklep

OAKLEY — Cas.sia County School 
Superintendent Norman Hurst is 
working hard to stay on tho. warm 
side of tho heat problem in Oakley. 

An auger on the cool furnace that 
heats the junior and senior high 
schools developed problems at tho end 
of last school year and the school was- 
n't able to fix it by the lime the new 
school year began. Consequently, 
school custodians have been feeding 
tho coal by hand. Although the fire 
went out at night, that wasn't a prob- 
lem because nighttime temperatures 
were fairly mild, 

But recent drops in tempcrat»ra 
have. resulted in chilly school build- 
irigs in the mornings. Consequently 
custodians have been getting up early 
to warm up the school for students 
and teachers. 

Hurst said there was no heat in the 
school building early Thursday morn- 
ing, although the building was heated 


later in the day. "During the past few 
days, while wo have had this problem, 
thca* hasn't been that much cold 
weather," ho said, "and wo do have 
heat when wc work the machinery by 
hand, so wc should be all right." 

Hurst said a room in the junior 
high gets particularly cold if unheatod 
during a time when wind blows from 
a particular direction. "Wc have put a 
temporary insulation board on tho 
windows in that room," he said. 

Hurst said ho did not know when 
the new auger will arrive, although he 
did say it should arrive ^forc winter 
hits. 

'This is an old building and an old 
furnace, '.'-HuraLaaidJIWeltry to keep 
everything going, but you can’t just 
pick up these pieces at K mart." 

Hurst said most parents have been 
very understanding about the furnace 
problem. "I don't think people ore up- 
set, and I have received only one 
phone call," he said. "If we really can't 
supply the necessary amount of heat, 
we will have to let school out,"

'.declined -10 percent from 1986 to 
1987. 

But Pullman police say the law 
has only detoured people under 21 
back home to drink at private parties 
or on the Washington State Universi- 
ty campus. 

In Pullman, arrests for driving 
. while intoxicated have remained 
steady, said Pullman Police Sgt. 
Mike Erp. The deportment had about 
90 DWI arrests by the- end of 
September, he said. 

"When the laws change, initially 
the impact is to displace the prob- 
lem," he said. "It takes a long time 
for behaviors to change,"

AIC drafts 
proposal 
for districts 

GARDEN Cl’n’ (AP) - The Asso- 
ciation of Idaho Cities has drafted a 
package of proposed legislation 
aimed at giving local Uixing districts 
more financial flexibility. 

Jim Woatherhy, the assoihilion's 
executive director, said .Saturday that 
• the legislative pmiKisals ' reflect the 
diversity of service levels and finan- 
cial needs of our cities." 

The propo.saIs were dcvelo|K'd dur- 
ing the AIC's three-day .slate confer- 
ence, which ended Saturday in Gar- 
den City. 

The association's primary target 
was the .>)x.‘a'cnt annual limit on 
property tax increases, 

One pn)posi)l would allow a city or' 
other taxing district that decides it 
docs nut need a lax increase during a 
given year lo recoup in the following 
year up to two-thirds of the 5-percont 
hike it passed up. Up to unc-lhird of 
the forgone increase could Ik* re- 
couped if the city waits until the sec- 
ond year. Weatherby said. 

Another piece of proposed Icgisla- 
lion'would raise the .‘i-percent cap to 
some unspecified level of allowable 
increase. 

"We haven't determined what that 
increase should bo, but we need more 
flexibility." Weatherliy .said. "Some 
cities won't be interested in raising . 
property Uixo.s at all, depending on 
their financial need and Uix base." 

The AIC also wants .state law 
changed to reduce the size of the ma- 
jority needed to approve property tax ' 
override measures to augment local 
operating budgets. A two-thirds vote 
currently is required. 

The association has not settled on 
a specific figure below two-thirds, but 
Weatherby said the current require- 
ment allows "one-third of the people 
todicUite to the majority." 

Local-option taxing authority also 
won support from AIC delegates, 
along with a provision that the au- 
thority be tied to specific local pro- 
jects, such ns capital improvement 
programs.

LEWISTON (AP) - Gov, Cecil An- 
drua and Sen. Jim McClure will ('ct n 
bird's-eye view of a Panhandle forest 
‘Sunday before the second go-around 
of an Idaho wilderness bill in- 
Congress bephs. 

Rcpublicon McClure announced 
Friday that he' and Andrus will fly 
over the proposed Mallard Larkins 
Wilderness Sunday nioming. 

"I think they ju.st .simpy want to 


check a couple of assumptions or 
check a couplc..of.8ilwntio.ns.os they_ 
exist on the ground," said .Marc 
Johnson, Andrus' press secretary. 

McClure plans to reintroduce the 
Idaho wilderness bill in Congress 
next year, said H.D. Palmer, Mc- 
Clure’s Press secretary in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Potlatch Corp. spokesman Todd 
Maddock said the flight is in re- 


sponse to timber industry concerns 
about tho Mallard Lariiiiw proposal. 

’This apparently is the product' of 
an effort that was begun earlier this 
summer by the Clearwater Resource 
Council," I^ddock said. 

The council is composed of those 
within and without the industry who 
fear the amount of timber allowed 
for harvest from the Clearwater Na- 
tional Forest is insufficient for the 


. industry's demand. 

’They felt, with our encourage- 
ment certainly, that if McCliire and 
Andrus got together and overflow the 
area, they might feel differently," 
Maddock said. 

Last winter, the two Idaho leaders 
released their proposal for 1.5 mil- 
lion acres of wilderness in the state 
and another 600,000 acres of special 
management areas.

by timber interests and environmen- 
talists alik^and stalled in Congress. 

Potlatch and other wood-products 
companies have estimated that a 
Mallard Larkins wilderness designa- 
tion would mean a loss of up to 13 
million board-feet a year of lumber 
from the national forest's timber 
harvest. 

Coupled with reductions caused by 
tho forest’s .ycar-pld management 
plan, the result will be the. shutdown 
of a mill in the region, Maddock 
.said. 


Wilderness Society regional direc- 
tor Craig Gehrke said coruervation- 
ists'wero disappointed they could not 
accompany Andrus and McClOrc on 
their flight with industry representa-

"It’s unfortunate we can't fly over 
the area "with them because there 
are things we’d like to point out from 
the air, too," he said. "But we'll take 
what we can get."

In 1977 in North Dakota charitable 
gambling grossed S6 million, but by 
Inst year it had grown to a ^ mil- 
lion a year business, with percent 
of that going to. charities. 

North Dakota has had difficulty 
preventing cheating in cliaritablc 
gambling operations, It's a cash 
business,. Chari tics, oflcn.dgn'l keep., 
thorough accounts. And because the 
games arc not particularly sophisti- 
cated, operators, players and coun- 
terfeiters can cheat fairly easily. 

There's a lot of ombeiticment 
that's gone on," Spaeth says. "Wc 
have frequently caught bookkeepers, 
players, operators stealing money. 
There isn't a month that, goes by in 
the slate that someone isn’t caught 
and prosecuted for that."

Other states have somewhat bet- 
ter, but still imperfect records. 

"There are occasional cases of em- 
bezzlement and theft, but they arc 
not widespread," says Frank Miller, 
deputy director for tho Washington 
Stato Gambling Commission. Wash- 
ington has allowed charitable gam- . 
bling for 15 yoors and the commis-' 
-Sian has advised other states, includ- 
ing Montana, on how to keep charita- 
ble gambling clean. 

The state gambling commission, 
which also controls sorhe non-chari- 
table activities, crhploys agents to 
inspect and audit operations. Money 
for their wages comes from the char- 
itable gambling licenses. For a bingo 
license, by far tho most popular 
charitable game, fees range from $50 
to $8,000 a year. 

Bingo halls can only be open three 
' times a week, and amount of prizes 
are regulated. 

The commission also decides what 
organizations arc charities. First 
they must prove they've existed for 
12 month.s and meet membership 
quotas. Their purpose is investigated 
and those doomed not true charities 
or found to have links with crime arc 
not licensed. 

Paid management is allowed. 

"It’s made a lot of money for char- 


ity," Miller says. 

In the 12-month period ended June 
30, Washington bingo took in $132 
million, with charities receiving $1^1 
million of that. Ticket games like 
punch cards and pull tabs grossed al- 
most $75 million; charities pocketed 
about $8 million of that. RaHIcs and 
fund-raisers, like casino nights, re- 
turned a much higher percentage ta 
charities. About $4 million was col- 
lected and about $3 million kept by 
charities. 

' Sure, there- can be problems, 
LaRocco agrees. That's why thoFc's 
n state Lcgislaturp.,.Just as the Leg- 
islature has already passed a law es- 
tablishing a lottery commission and 
regulating the game in anticipation 
of the 'Nov. 8 vote, lawmakers will 
have to pass legislation deciding 
what charitable gambling should be 
allowed and under what conditions.

Jones jiays that even in -states 
where charitable gambling is regu- 
lated by the Legislature, problems 
arc created. Charitable gambling 
may start small but legislators 
pressured by charity lenders to ex- 
pand to new gamc.s. Gambling can 
grow from bingo, a lottery and 
punchboards to blackjack, poker and 
professional sports betting. 

"I think the attorney general in our 
stato is correct in saying it's an 
oj>en-door policy to ensino-gnm- 
bling," 8ny8Tliomn.s. 


The Legislature has a great deal 
of power," he says. To believe that 
charitable gambling would lead to 
casino gambling, voters would have 
to think that the legislators were ci- 
ther stupid or pro- gambling, he said. 

But lottery opponents, joined by 
Sen.

They rec- 
ognize that pari-mutuel belling takes 
some degree of skill, that it is not en- 
tirely a game of chance as lotteries 
arc, LaRocco says. 

A bigger impact may be made on 
Indian rcscrvalioas. 

As .soon jis charitable gambling or 
a lottery are alldvvnd by the Constitu- 
tion, Indian.^ on Idaho rcservatioas 
can legally start comparable games, 
says Jones. But the stale cannot reg- 
•uinte gambling on reservations. 

LaRocco says both the Indian 
gambling and cliaritablc gambling 
issues are smoke screens. 

"They think they can't defeat the 
lottery so they are telling horror slo- 
ries," he says.

Edwards seeks good working relations

SHOSHONE — For the first time 
in ciKht years, Lincoln County rcsi-' 
(Icnls will decide on the shorifT s po- 
sition in n November election. 

Incumbent Republican Darwin 
Mills faces n clinllcnge from write-in 
liepublican Gnyinnd Edwards. 

Mills was returned to olTice in nn 
imcontested election four years ago. 
after-winning the office in n hotly 
cimtested battle in 1960. He replaced 
long-time veteran Sheriff Dill Andetf- 
- son who retired from-thc position. 

The ‘J9-yoar-old Mills is a graduotc 
of Shoshone High School and attend- 
ed classes at the University of Idaho 
and Idaho State University. He is 
married with three children and had 
worked for the city of Shoshone be- 
fore becoming county sheriff. 

Ho is not an Idaho Peace Officers 
Standards and Training Academy 
certified law officer, but says he has 
taken "hundreds of hours" of classes 
approved hy the academy during his 
years ns sheriff. 

After the 1960 election, retiring 
Sheriff Anderson remained with the 
department on a part-time basis to 
help train Mills, and to allow time 
fur Mills to attend the academy 
training program. 

"But the schedules just never 
matched and it fell through,” Mills 
said this week. He said the course is 
only offered a few limes a year and 
it wasn't worked out for him to at- 
tend. 

Mills said working with Anderson 
was helpful in getting started, and 
now he hos eight years of on-thc-Job 
experience. Ho snys he plans to con- 
tinue updating training for his 
deputies. "When one guy is gone, 
that's a third of tho, department, so 
wo try to take classes in the Magic 
Valley whenever possible,” he said. 
"We've got some good training and 
Steve (deputy Steve Southwick) is a 
certified firearms instructor," 

Mills says "public awareness. Ju- 
venile detention and money " are the 
basic issues facing the county. He 
snys Lincoln County people have 
J)oen "very helpful" in low enforce- 
meat investigations and other areas 
, hut snyiT people need to be educated 
alwut the law and how citizens can 



help the police force. 

Relations between Lincoln County 
and the Shoshone City Police Dc- 
pnriment have been mentioned by 
Mills'.opponent as issues in the cam- 
paign. But Mills snys he doesn't feel 
the matter really affects the county-' 
wide population. 

Traditionally city officers have 
been county deputies, with the two 
departments working together 
where possible. Both departments 
sliare n central dispatch sysUrtn, 
which is owned by the county and for 
which the city pays an annual u-se 
fee. 

Mills revoked deputy status for 
city officers ftvo years ago when 
then City Chief Dennis Peyman sued 
Mills and one of his deputies for in- 
juries to Peyman's young son, al- 
legedly caused by the deputy's dog. 
Even though the case has been set- 
tled, the deputy status was not re- 
newed for Peymnn, or extended to 
any of tho city's new patrolmen. 

"Lincoln County is tho only county 
to deputize city officers," Mills said- 
"We have been working with the city, 
particularly o"n the school brcak-ir\ 
situation." 

He said he is vdlling to "sit down 
ivith the city and talk about it," and 
is ivilling to "look at the situation" 
when Shoshone's newly hired police 
chief, Martin Cox, takes over later 
this week. - 

Mills said he has offered a plan for 
a joint city-county police depart- 
ment. "It was turned down by the 
city. It is hot a decision for the sher- 
iff to make, the city will have to de- 
cide." 

Programs in victim advocacy and 
community "block homes" are things 
his ndmini^lratJon has begun, that 
Mills would like the opportunity to 
continue.

It doesn't matter whether you can speak each other's 
language. Square dance calls are always given in En- 
glish, though to the uninitiated the calls mny sound 
strange and very exhausting; "All eight spin the top,” 
"Anything and roll," "Chase right." "Coordinate." "Dia- 
mond circulate,” "Cross-fire" and "Explode the wave." 

"It, keeps you young,"- says George Bonnet of Twin 
Falls, who recently turned 80 years old. "Dora Mac and 
I'hnvD been dancing for 13 years," he says proudly, "and 
I plan to continue until I'm 105 or 110." Bennct con- 
tends that "it keeps your mind alert; you have to con- 
centrate." 

The modem form of square dance was started by 
Lloyd (Pappy) Shaw back in the 1930's. Since that time, 
it has become much mor? complicated and challenging, 
Some of the dances arc done in "Rounds " where couples 
form a circle. It takes four couples to make a “Square." 
In both forms, dancers receive their instructions from a 
caller who singsongs the calls from a nearby platform, 

Jt takes a good memory and quite a lot of practice to 
be a caller. Many hone their skills by spending o few 
days to a week at a "caller college" and then by spend- 
ing many more hours at home experimenting with dif- 
ferent combinations of calls and music. 

Gerald Hurst, Twin Falls, has been a caller since 
1957. He says he actually began as a ballroom dance in- 
structor. but when he finished teaching what he know 
about ballroom dancing to hjs students, they asked if he 
couldn’t teach them something else. 

Well, there's square dancing, he said. So Hurst began 
a new hobby of teaching and calling before he even 
square danced.' 

Hurst moved toTV/in Falls in 1974 and has been call- 
ing for local clubs since. He is currently caller for the 
Magic Squares group, calling on the average of five to 
seven lessons and/or dance sessions a week. 

Each lesson lasts about 90 minutes ond dances can 
nin Qs long as three hours, While that means lots of fun 
and exercise for the dancers, it also means a lot of prep 
time for Hurst, who says he spends about five hours in 
his basement working on music and calls for every one 
hour he spends colling. 

The biggest challenge for the collcr is for the dancers 
to end up with their same partners and ' in same 
squorc/position they started — back home again. 

There's always a new challenge,’ say dancers Don 
and Willie Tbylor of Kimberly. The Taylors hove boon 
square dancing for 42 years, and while spending their 
winters in Yuma, they sometimes dance twice a day, 
five days a week.

Members and their wives join the caravan 
to enjoy the socializing with other clubs en 
route os well as the tour of the hospital. 

They don't have to beg for contributions ei- 
ther, for many area businesses have long 
supported the effort to provide either food- 
stuffs or money, Glassinger says. 

The Salt Lake hospital is one of 19 ortho- 
pedic hospitals throughout the nation oper- 
ated by Shriners, an afilliate of the Masonic 
Lodge. Shriners also operate three bum cen- 
ters in the United States. 

"There's no cash register in a Shrine hos- 
pital," Glassinger says. 

Any -child' under 18 years of age needing 
orthopedic care, either from congenital prob- 
lems or injuries, is treated free of charge. 

The hospitals arc funded by a large en- 
dowment built over the years by Shrine 
members throughout the country, Glassinger 
says. 

Considerable financial support is received

from club members, and often large amounts 
arc received in memorials, 

When a prominent Shrincr died in Boise 
recently, memorials totaled some $4,000, 
Glassinger says. 

Also local clubs and their auxiliary, 
Daughters of the Nile, regularly hold fund- 
raising events, with proceeds going to the 
hospital. 

East-West football games, both locally and 
nationwide, arc also rich sources of financial 
support. 

The local East-West game, held in June 
with all-star players from area high schools, 
regularly clears from $3,000 to $10,000, the 
wogonmastcr says, "depending upon how 
hard wc work to sell tickets." 

Local businesses and warehouses arc gen- 
erous in their donations for the food caravan 
each fall, Glassinger says. "A grocery store 
will give a case of beans, warehouses, donate 
sacks of beans or 25 sacks of spuds.” 

An area processing plant always gives 10 
cases of frozen spuds. 

Cases of trout and canned milk arc other 
items regularly donated for the cause! 

The caravan will start in Buhl at 7 a.m. 
Saturday, drive to Lynwood Shopping Center 
where TWin Falls Shriners will join them 
with pickup trucks and cars. One two-ton 
truck will be included, Glassinger says. 

With state police escort, Shriners will pro- 
ceed to Burley where they will be joined by 
Buricy-Rupert and Wood Wver members and 


also officials from the El Korah Tbmpic in 
Boise, to which all local Shrincr cluh mem- 
bers belong. 

At TVemonlon. Utah, members of the two 
clubs from Eastern Idaho will join the cara- 
van. This includes a clown unit in Pocatello 
comprised of Shriners who volunteer tlieir 
talent as trained clowns to entertain chil- 
dren, both in the hospital and other places. 

Don Rcdficid, Rupert, whom Glassinger 
soys is “one of the top 25 Shrincr clowns in 
the United Stales" also will participate. 

After an overnight stop in Ogden where 
there is a dinner-dance at the officers club at 
the Defense depot, Shriners will arrive at the 
Salt Lake City hospital adjacent to the Uni- 
versity of Utah next Sunday morning. 

There they tour the hospital, hear presen- 
tations from hospital stalT members and the 
clowns will help the young patients forget 
their problems by creating balloon animals 
and performing clown acts. 

Glassinger soys there arc children with 
many types of problems, but curvature of the 
spine and club feet arc two of the conditions 
frequently treated at the 42-bcd hospital. 

“If anyone knows of any child wiUi an or- 
thopedic problem of any kind — even pigeon 
toes — they should^contact any Shrine dub 
member who wiRlhelp arrange for treat- 
ment," Glassinger »ys. 

The Buricy-Rupert dub, Oasis Club at 
Buhl, INvin Falls Shrine Club and Wood Riv- 
er Shrine Club, which includes all members 
north of the Snake River, all will partidpatc 
in next week's caravan. 

Similar events arc held throughout the 
country by dub members to benefit the 
Shrine hospitals nearest them, Glassinger 
says.

DALLAS — Look at the models in 
lhi.s children's clothing catalog, and 
tho First thing ydull notice is. that 
these kids arc fat 

But look again, and. you1I see 
lhcrc'.s something else going on in the 
photos: Every single kid is wearing 
sharp, neatly Fil^ clothes and a 

-sunny, satisned-smilc, 

- Thc.se kids aren't professional 
models, and they're not just putting 
on happy faces. They arc actual cus- 
tomers of At Last, Inc., a mail-order 
company specifically for overweight 
children. 

If the kids look pleased, says com- 
pany co-founder Copic Lilicn, it's 
probably because they finally ore 
wearing clothes made just for their 
(igure.s. 

Lilien and her partner, Kim Runy- 
on, are two former "big kids" who 
know the triols of finding clothes 
that fit. And they know how much 
children's appearance can affect their 
.self-esteem. 

"Imagine from age live or six never 
being able to find clothes that fit," 
says Lilien, whose firm is bosed in 
Norwood, Mass. 'The message the 
children internalize is that 'there's 


something wrong with me.' Our mes- 
sage is that there's something wrong 
with the garment industry." 

After women hit on their idea 
oboul three years ogo, they gauged 
their market, then looked for what 
already was on sole for overweight 
childr^. 

They discovered that obesity 
among children is epidemic. Accord-. 
-ing.tO-a.8tudyJaat_y.carJ>y the Har- 
vard School of Public Health, 27 per-- 
cent of all American children ages six 
toll and 22 pcrccntagcsl2 to 17 arc 
considered obese — more than 20 
percent over their ideal weight. 

In stores and catalogi;, the two 
women found just a .smattering of 
half-sizes and /husky" clothes for. 
kids, as well a.s a sizing dystem based 
on waist measurement and skirt or 
pant length. 

'No one sized by height ond 
weight," says Lilicn. "The classic sil- 
houette of an overweight child is a 
big belly, but small everything else." 

Many parents of overweight young- 
sters, they found, were making do by 
buying odult clothes and altering 
them'. 

But pants, in particular, don't 
adapt well, the two women discov- 
ered. "Just cutting off the length of 


the garment doesn’t solve the prob- 
lem," says Lilicn. "Most parents com- 
plain that the crotch hangs down to 
tho knees." 

The two women set out to invent a 
whole new sizing system. What they 
developed is a chart with sizes 4 
through 12. which can fit children 
who arc anywhere from 3-foot-9 to 6- 
, foot-10, from 55 pounds to 230 
. pounds. 

The numbers are low on purpose; 
uays Lilicn.Shc tells of ono customor 
whose daughter normally wore size 
■ 14 in women's clothes. In At Last 
clothes, she wears a size 8. "The mom 
said, ’Oh boy. 8 is so much nicer than 
14,'" .sn/s Lilien. "Imagine weighing 
. 230 and wearing a size 12." 

Besides devising the sizing system, 
the two women also had to use their 
ingenuity in other ways. Because 
they couldn't just buy their clothes 
from manufacturers, they've had to 
do their own designing and cutting, 


■ then contract out the stitohing.-They 
also had trouble finding models for 
their catalog. 

"No modeling agency employed 
overweight children," says lilicn. "So 
we have a customer sign-up sheet" 

At Last's clothing styles are gcan^ 
mostly toward casual wear •— jeans, 
pocket pants, button-down ‘ shirts, 
skirts and tops. All the clothes have 
been designed to mimic popular 
sl^es, rafher than ‘to mmduflagcT 
child's extra pounds. Prices arc com- 
parable to clothes bought at a spe- 
cialty store — for instance, $38 for a' 
pair of bleached denim jeans and $26 
for a button-down shirt Smaller 
sizes cost less. 

Clothing selection is sdll relatively 
limited: The catalog is just eight 
pages. But Lilicn is hopeful about 
company expansion. In two years of 
sales annual gross has gone from 
S60.000 to $275,000, and the mailing 
list has risen from 1,500 to 103106.

They may grab a quick cup of cof- 
fee or a glass of orange juice for a 
pick-me-up. Then they'll head out the- 
door for a meeting, to make a sale or 
to type up the boss' memo. 

But not all of them will like their 
jobs. And not all will be especially 
good at them. 

It takes a certain attitude and 
innovative way of thinking to be a re- 
ally top-notch employee. And most 
bosses agree their best workers have 
certain traits and habits that give 
them the edge over their colleagues. 

If employees can take a creative 
approach to problem, solving, show 
they aSn get "dong with their askid- 
ates and work cfncicntly, they almost 
always will cam kudos from their su- 
periors. 

Whatever the business, bosses 
rank first the ability to join the team 
and contribute to the company's over- 
all success. 

'No matter how skilled he is, how 
well he types, runs a computer or 
monages, if he can't get along mth 
the people he has to work with, he's 
not a good employee,' said, Idoho 
Falls Afayor Ibm Campbell. 

The best employees are able to 
work as a group, to develop common 
goals, confront challenges and share 
successes and failures, managers say. 

'Being a team player is important 
because it usually takes an effort by 
a group to accomplish what the busi- 
ness wants to get done ond also what 
the individual wants to. get done," 
said ‘Ira Koplow, executive director of 
the Greater Idaho Falls Chamber of 
Commerce. 

. Self-confidence is another trait 
managers respect. They want their 
employees to feel secure enough 
about themselves to voice opinions, 
take risks and show long-term vision. 

"Good employees should have con- 
fidence to bring forth solutions to 
problems,' sold Carl C. Moore, presi- 
dent and chief executive o^ccr of El 
Interpationnl. "It- doesn't matter if 
you're an engineer, a clerk or an ac- 
countant. If you're in a business and 
you didn't have problems, you would- 
n't need people. ... It takes the hu- 
man thought process to' find a solu- 
tion." 

A quick smile, a courteous disposi- 
tion, and a "thc-customor-is-always- 
right" attitude are requiremonta for 
employees in any industry, managers 
say. But they are prerequisitcB for 
people working in service businesses, 
such as restaurants, hotels and retail 
stores. 

"Everything else can be trained,' 
said 'Vicki Roll, manager of Lamonts 
clothing store in Idaho Falls. "But 
just being a nice person, ready to 
help ... I find it, I wish I could 
clone it." 

Jim Pillow, maimgcr of the Idaho 
Falls Shilo Inn, agrees. 

'■'Friendliness, being very courteous 
and polite, using proper grammar — 
We probably look more for that than 
the actual mechanical skill, because 
we feel we can teach the mechanical

sure public access and we can handle 
the airport, " Blanchard says. 

He is critical of the current County 
Commission because he says it did 
not involve itself enough in wilder- 
ness hearings and hearings on the 
SIS project. The county also should 
be active in revamping the slate's ed- 
ucational equalization formula for 
distributing public school funds and 
supporting the Blaine County Recre- 


ation District, he said. 

Blonchard says growth of the val- 
ley is responsible for problems associ- 
ated with lost access to public lands 
and the overgrowth of the airport, 
but rather than limit growth, he says 
there are ways to deal with growth. 

"More and more people are trying 
to recreate or juBt_cnjoy_them9clvc3. 
"in fewer and fewer places," Blan- 
. chard says. "Wc have lost our access 
to a lot of the river, we have lost our 
access to a major portion of Silver 
Creek, and wc hove lost our access to 
large sections of the -hillsides, be- 
cause private property cuts us off 
from that." 

Blanchord says he would actively 
pursue public across throughout the 
county and colls for a review of every 
road into the hills and n»carch of 
lost easements which may run 
through private property to the river. 

Blanchard said the county- should 
obtain a two-mile stretch of railroad 
right-of-way which runs by the

area. He says his opponent, incum- 
bent Robert Gardner, a property own- 
er along the right-of-way, favors the 
lend reverting to private use. 

Gordner, however, removed himself 
frOm oflicial discussions on the right- 
of-way issue, aUng a conflict of inter- 
est 

.On airport matters, Blanchard 
soys the airport has expanded be- 
yond its copacity. The problem is 
compounded by the fact the private 
sector has a more aggressive market- 
ing program to help Sun Valley 
"catch up" with other ski resorts, re- 
sulting in more people coming to the 
valley. 

1b alleviate the problem, Blan- 
chard says a 2,000-foot extension of 
the runway south into the Flying 
Heart Ranch would be on alterna- 
tive. but he favors building a new air- 
port in the Camas Prairie area to 


handle commercial traffic, traffic that 
doesn't comply with established deci- 
bel limits and traffic that comes in 
late at night. 

Blanchard favors a-curfew of 10 
p.m.-7 a.m. rather than the 11 p.m.-6 
o.m. suggested by the Airport Com- 
mission.

In other issues, Blanchard says 
day-care is as important in the com- 
munity flS'Schools, and if the valley 
wonts to get away from being a one- 
industry community, they should be 
allowed in homos. He disagrees witlj 
the proposed day-care ordinance, 
which allows a maximum of 12 chil- 
dren per day ot a day-care. TV/clve at 
any one time is a belter opproach, he 
said. 

He is undecided on the restriction 
for doy-carcs to operate on weekends 
and holidays.

Blanchard is also concerned that 
the county commission be "open"» to 
everyone, saying that too often cer- 
tain sc^ente of the public repeated- 
ly show up to public meetings and 
hearings only to bo "easily disnussed" 
by the commissioners. He -says ;hc 
would work to keep the channels; of 
communications open for cveryohe^ 
Blanchard is currently the state 
project director for a national grant 
on the Idaho Constitution and is a 
part-time instructor for the Collegaof 
Southern Idaho. Ho bos compiled a 
segment on "Old Alturas County and 
the Idaho Constitution" as part of the 
state's centennial programs. 

While not having held public office 
before, Blanchard ‘has been on the 
Blaine County Stream Committee 
and appears frequently at county 
planning ond zoning hearings and

Gardner 'ow^' something to county ||

HAILEY — Incumbent Robert 
Gardner, a life-long resident of the 
Wood River Valley, said he "owes 
something" to the county and its peo- 
ple. 

That's why he's running for a third 
term as a Blaine County commission* , 
cr for District 1 on the Republican 
ticket. 

Gardner, 48, is a rancher and busi- 
nessman who lives near Gannett. He 
has a bachelor's degree in busines.H 
administration from Idaho' State Uni- 
versity and has been in business for 
himself for the past 25 years, serving 
in public office for 15 years. 

Gardner's first entrance in politics 
began by volunteering for nine years 
to sit on the Blaine County Planning 
and Zoning Commission. That experi- 
ence gave way to two terms as a 
county commissioner. 

Gardner has served for one two- 
year term, one four-year term, and, if 


ro-cloctcd again, will serve another 
two years as stipulated by county 
policy. 

On the issues, Gardner holds fast 
to the position the Blaine County 
Airport Commission has taken on 
Friedman Airport. As o member of 
that 11-pcrson commission, Gardner 
says he agrees the airport needs a 
control tower. 

Gardner is hesitant to say whether 
the airport should be moved. He 
wants to .sec the results of a feasibili- 
ty study and other information before 
Ifc'll decide, he said. 

In the event n new airport some- 
where south of Bellevue is proved 
feasible, Gardner .said funding should 
come from the federal government, 
not county taxpayers. 

Gardner feels the innovative drop 
structures — experimental flood pro- 
tection devices installed at several 
points along the Big Wood Rirer— is 
a good solution to an ongoing prob- 
lem. Environmentally more pleasing 
than the riprapping which has l>ccn 


the practice over past years, if the 
drop structures prove .successful in a 
high water' year, Gardner forsccs 
drop, structures extending south 
along the Big Wood beyond Bellevue. 

On other issues. Gardner had no 
comments on the current doy<nre ordi- 
nance currently under a planning ond 
zoning board review, saying he would 
evaluate the issue once the planning 
boord makes a recommondation. 

He says the SIS project at the Ido- 
ho Nuclear Engineering Laboratory 
is not an election issue. "As a County 
Commission, we can't do much about 
it," Gardner says. 

Gardner personally docs not like to 
.sec Idaho ns a nuclear waste dump, 
and snys that image is not good for 
the tourist-based economy on which 
Blaine County heavily relics. 

Rather than the county getting in- 
volved with marketing the area for 
tourism, Gardner .says a commission- 
cr'.s Job is (u sec that once tourisLs ar- 
rive, they have the facilUics they ex- 
pect, such ns an attractive air termi- 


nal and good road maintenance and 
snow plowing. 

In his six years in office, Gardner 
says ho is most proud of two uccom- 
plishmenjs, the first being the mas- 
ter-planhcd remodeling of the court- 
house. and his role in the tronsition 
from ripropping the river to using 
the state-of-th^nrt drop structures 
for flood control.

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Hospital may recover radiology fees

^ GOODING — The Gooding County 
Memorial Hospital is expected to re- 
cover nearly $30,000 in radiology 
fees, Financial Director Mark Bjcl- 
land told the Board oflVustces at its 
meeting Thursday evening. 

The money will be incorporated 
into a new rate structure. 

Because radiology charges were 
not separated into professional and 
technical components, Medicare pay- 
ments for these services were not as 
high as they should have been, Bjcl- 
land soid. The professional fees for 
the radiologists' time and expertise 
hove never ^on billed, he snid. 

Claims are being made agoinst 
Medicare for all X-rays performed in 
the last two years, which is the time 
limit for recovery of fees. There arc 
no plans to bill private patients di- 
rectly, he said, but tho.se with supple- 
mental insurance will be contacted. 
In some cases, the hospital has al- 
ready received Medicaid checks, ho 
added. 

As a result of the discovery in the 
billing error, a new radiology rate

Mohlman says, "I think ray op- 
C!;^ncnt is/moking an issue that he 
!j^ias more time for the job than I 
tto , but I always have had thcTccl- 
; |ng that if someone is interested in 
•^the job and wants to do the job, 
Jhat ho can find the time. If I did- 
t.^n't think I had the time, I wouldn’t 
- Wave run for the office,’’ he said. 

A major issue facing Minidoka 
and Cassia counties should com- 
liinc their respective hospitals into 



a joint facility. 

"I’m for it," Mohlman said. "It 
seems to me like duplications can 
be made by two hospitals so close 
together. If two groups are buying 
one piece of equipment that will 
suffice for the whole aroa, then 
why duplicate it” 

He says,' howover, that the hos- 
pital decision should not be made 
by county commissioners, but it 
should be put to a vote of county 
residents. ' 

"It may not be feasible right 
now, but I think its something we 
need to look at down thp road as 
our two communities grow," 
Mohlman says. 

Mohlman says the county has 
several problems which could cost 
it money. 

One problems is the need for a 
juvenile detention center, 
Mohlman said. On Dec. 8 juveniles 


jailed must be out of sight and 
hearing of adult prisoners. 

While one proposed solution to 
the problem would be to send juve- 
nile ofTcndcrs to the youth deten- 
tion center in. Jerome, Mohlman 
said a facility might be located 
closer to Rupert, possibly in coop- 
eration, with another county. . 

. ’Tm not thinking of nece.ssartly 
building one, but it seems there 
could be something in the area 
that could be used," Mohlman 
said. 

Mohlman says another problem 
will be financing some type of 
landfill for the county. The Envi- 
ronmental Proteption Agency has 
mandated that counties will not be 
able to use Bureau of Land Man- 
agement land as landfills after 
1992. 

"I do know that any new land- 
fills will -have to be lined With a 
non-pcrmeablc substance, and- 
that there will have to be so many 
layers of rock and nonpcrmeable 
soil between a landfill and a water 
source," Mohlman said. ’There's 
going to be a lot of expense to 
opening up a new landfill, and I 
want to be involved." 

He also has an idea to raise part 
of the funds. "1 think we can solve 
some of the problems by bringing 
in more recreation and industry to 
help broaden our tax base, and I 
want to be part of that growth," he 
said.

He disagrees with his Republican 
opponent, Harold Mohlman, on ond 
of the area’s more controversial toi^ 
ics. 

While Mohlman said it makes 
economic sense to combine the re- 
sources of Minidoka and Cassia 
counties' hospitals into one cchlrol- 
ized fucility, Bcllam says Minidoka 
County has a good hospital and 
lliut it is paid for. 

"At this point'in time I don't sec 
uny need for an additional hospital 
here, but if that's what the people 
want, it will be their decision," ^1- 
Inm soys. 

He said the County Commission- 
ers shouldn’t make the decision, 
but that it would have to be put to 
a vote. 

"And then what do you do with 
the old facility and the employees?" 
Bellam said. "You’ve got to look out 
fur them, also. If they don't have a 
job to go to, that will also be a prpb^ 
1cm, and we don't need any more of 
those kinds of problems." 

Bcllam, running on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, said he would like to 
see the federal government stop 
mondating programs for the coun- 
• lies without helping to fund these 
programs. 

"Our indigent costs have risen for 
1989 to $543,000 to cover an over- 
age from 1988,’’|^Bollam said. Most 
uf those costs are for medical treat- 
ment of the indigents. "The federal 
government talks about not raising 
taxes, but we may have tq raise 
taxes because they’re passing the 
responsibilities down to the coun- 
ties." 

Minidoka County currently faces 
several problems that will require a 
lot of money, and Bcllam said he 
wants to find solutions to those 
problems without raising taxes. 

In addition to indigent costs, Bel- 
lum said the cost to the county for 
Minidoka students who attend the 
College of Southern Idaho has risen 
by $37,000 in the last year. Stu- 
dents residing outside of Twin Falls 
county pay a higher enrollment fee 
at CSI and Minidoka County picks 
up the extra cosL- 

Another costly item will be find- 
ing new landfills, he said. 

The county also, faces a . federal 
mandate that all juvenile prision- 
ers be separated "sight arid sound" 
from ndult ofTcndcrs by Dec. 8. Bcl- 
lam said the county should set up 
an a^'ement with a juvenile dc- 
tentitlff facility in Jerome. 

Bcllam says he is proud of the 


turnaround at the fairgrounds in 
tho last few years, "I've been over 
the fairgrounds there and we got a 
larger turnout at tho fair, and wo 
expect to moke it better for 1989." 

Bellam, 66, is a retired farmer.

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Men claim Utah tax protest draws 2,000 


transvestite 
teased them 

BOISE (AP) — A Boise 
_ transvestite perfonned a seductive 
dance before three .beer-drinking 
men the night he allegedly ron over 
one of them with his car, prosecution 
witnesses have testified. 

Fourth District Magistrate Darin 
Williamson Friday ordered Michael 
Anthony Carver, 22, to stamf trial on 
a felony charge of leaving the scene 
of an injury accident in the death of 
28-ycar-old Michael Meyers of Boise. 

Ada County Deputy Prosecutor 
Jim Dickinson called witnesses who 
said Carver, two other men in drag 
and two young women were cruising 
downtown Boise Oct. 16, looking for 
construction workers to tense. 

John Fischer said he, Meyers and 
Clyde Fink were drinking beer in 
Meyers' parked pickup when what 
appeared to be a carload of attrac- 
tive young women pulled alongside. 

Two began "blowing kisses at us 
and flicking their tongues, " he said. 

"At first, I thought they were 
women, then I studied the side of 
(one person's) face a little more and 1 
could tell he was in drag." 

The car stopped, backed up, ond 
Carver and two others got out. 

"He was wearing a white mini- 
dress," Fischer said of Carver. "He 
started doing a slow twist toward 
Michael ond me ... Michael, he just 
went out like n bomb." 

The transvestites jumped into 
their compact Chevrolet, bufc-Meyers 
managed to latch onto the passenger 
door and its partially lowered win- 
dow, Fischer and Fink said they fol- 
lowed on foot and discovered their 
friend lying in the street a short dis- 
tance away. 

Authorities said the car's rear 
wheels ran over the Boisenn, crush- 
ing several ribs and fracturing his 
skull. He died a short while later at 
St. Alphonsus Regional Medical Cen- 
ter. Carver was arrested in his car 
later that night. 

Carver, who also goes by the name 
"Michelle," is being held in the Ado 
County Jail. If convicted, he foces up 
to five years in prison. 

Under cross-examinotion by 
Deputy Public Defender Richard 
Ibothman, Fischer sold Meyers prob- 
obly was drunk at the time. 

One of the transvestites, Robert 
Layton, testified that he didn't real- 
ize the car had rolled over Meyers. 

But Randy Wolf, the other mem- 
ber of the trio, claimed he urged 
Carver to stop bixause he was afraid 
their attacker was seriously hurt. 

Carver did not testify Friday, but 
all four of the occupants of his car 
said they were tifraid that Meyers 
intended to hurt them.

Thistle causes farm quarantine

BURLEY — Ned Huber's farm will be quaran- 
tined for. three years. Joe Scarlc's farm has been 
quarantined too. And Tony Wbecicf s farm too. 

For the next three years. 11 Mini-Cassia area 
farms will bo restricted — no hoy con leave the 
field until it has been inspected and found to be 
freo of the root of all this trouble — the noxious 
yellow storthistlc. 

The reason I (quarantined them) is for the 
farmers protection as well as my own," said Gor- 
don Eldwards, Cassia County weed inspector. "I 
don't wont it spread all around the volley." 

The yellow slarthisUe is seldom seen in South- 
ern Idaho, and Edwards is intent on keeping it 
that way. To save the Mape Volley from tiic per-' 
monent grip of this prolific weed, the farmers 
who found it on their land this season must sufTcr. 

"If I sell any of my hoy, they havq to inspect it 
first," said Seorlc, who farms ncor'Dcclo. "I've 
got that chain around my neck." 

The weed didn't just float in on the wind. It 
came from Washington by truck hidden in bogs of 
uncortified Northrup King alfalfa seed. 

The fact that it wasn't certified is why it got 
across the border without the starthistic being de- 
tected,' said Bill Sciciyo, Twin Falls County weed 
inspector. 

More than lO.OOO pounds of the seed was sold 
from Rupert lo Grand View, he sold. Bui to date, 
only 12 fanners have been found who planted the 
seed, and one ofithem didn't have any starthistic' 
show up. 

The starthistic was discovered in July when 
Tony Wheeler, a farmer near Raft River, noticed 
a weed in his field he had never seen before. He 
took it to Edwards w-ho identified it os yellow 
starthistic, one of the few annual plants on the 
state's noxious weed list. 

ScIclyo credits Wheeler's curiosity with pre- 
venting a crisis. 

"We've never had any infestatioas here.” he 
said. But in some northern parts of the stale, the 
plant has become a permonent serious problem. 

It was first discovered in Idaho in lft>2 and "il 
has been on a rampage ever since, " he .said. 

It is toxic to horses, but not cows or sheep. It 
looks like a dandelion when itfirst comc.s up mak- 
ing it difficult to detect in the early stages. 

At first Northrup King was reluctant to admit 
responsibility, but "since then they have been 
very cooperative," Sclelyo said. 

"The company has been excellent to work with," 
Edwards said. It is paying to hand rogue the 
plants out of every field, a difficult task among 
broadcast crops such ns alfalfa and graias. and 
one reason why the elimination process will take 
three years. 

It is going to cost them a lot of money over the 
next three years to clean up the plant." ScIclyo 
said. "The farmers arc not losing any money be- 
cause of the restrictions."

"We put it through a cuber that kills all germi- 
nation, and then they ‘can ship wherever they 
wont," Edwards said. 

Northrup King is buying the infested hay. 

Other crops arc not being restricted this season. 

If the thistle comes up next year in other crops, 
precautions will be taken then. ' 

"I figure about three years of this procedure 
will take of the problem with less and less prob-- 
1cm each year," Edwards said. 

Selelyo agreed.

BOISE (AP) — Idaho -ranchers 
had more cattle on fded this fbll than 
during any other quarter in the past 
seven years, apparently pressed by 
a second straight year of drought 
into finishing a larger share of their 
herds than normal. 

The Agriculture Department re- 
ported that on Oct. 1 there were 

226.000 Head on feed around the 

state, 22 percent more than a year- 
ago and the highest Oct. 1 total since 
1981. ; 

The inventory was up 10 percent 
from July 1, when the 2C6,000 head 
matched the on-feed total in the 
summer of 1962. 

The actiirity in Idaho ron counter 
to that nationwide, where the num- 
ber of cattle on feed this month was 
down 5 percent from last year. 

But even though livestock prices 
have been strengthening through the 
year, the drought has also driven al- 
falfa hay prices dramatically high- 
er. 

With the cost of supplemental feed 
like hay at $80 a ton for the first time 
in nearly eight years, some ranchers 
appeared to be cutting back their 
herds to reduce costa over the win- 
ter. 

Placements of cattle into fcedlots 
around the state during the throe 
months through September totaled 

158.000 head, 9 percent higher than a 
year ago, while marketings were up 
10 percent from the summer of 1967.

Palestinians strike 
to mark anniversary 


Israeli Arabs could make vote difference

BEIT SAFAFA, Israel - Every evening, follow- 
ing dinner and the evening news, Omar Othman 
and his family, in what has become a ritual in 
many Israeli Households, watch a full 30 minutes 
of political advertisements. 

Seated in easy chairs around a large color televi- 
sion, they see old black-and-white footage of Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat pulling on automatic 
rifle from under his desk, a broad grin stretched 
across his unshaven face. 

The scene, sponsored almost nightly by the con- 
servative Likud Party in anticipation of T\icsday's 
parliamentary elections, evokes howls of laughter 
from Othman's three teen-agers. 

Yasser Arafat docs not scare Othman, a profes- 


'sor of Arabic oi Hebrew University, and his family. 
They are Arabs, but they hold Israeli passports, 
speak fluent Hebrew as well as Arabic and have 
the right to vote. 

They arc among the 330,000 Arabs who moke 
up 17 percent of the Israeli voting public. But in 
this campaign, they hove moved from being port of 
the electorate to part of the problem, as dcrined by 
the two major portico. 

"Many of the parties want people to be fright- 
ened of the Arabs; they stereotype Arabs as don- 
gcrous," said Othman, who said he will switch his 
vole this year from the Labor Parly to the 
fledgling left-wing Arab Democratic Movement. 

’"The Likud portrays Arabs as wanting to de- 
stroy Israel ... 'The Labor Party talks obout the de- 
mographic problem in the occupied territories, how 


the Arabs will soon outnumber the Jews," Othman 
said. "While the messages are difTcrent, both par- 
ties play on the fear of the Arabs." 

Labor and Likud — which nre locked tn a coali- 
tion government thot neither wonts — have left 
Arab voters' concerns by the wayside in an effort 
to copture the mainstreom vote. 

The decision could be fatal to Labor, which has 
counted on support from the Israeli Arabs in the 
post ond which Is running ncck-ond-ncck with 
Likud. 

Not all Arabs who live in Israel ore eligible to 
vote, only those — ond their descendants — who 
remained in Israel after the 1948 wor of indepen- 
dence. ‘The 1.5 million Arabs in the West Bank arid 
Goza Strip who came under Israeli occupation af-

The army said 25 
were wounded. 

In Goza, the army damped a cur- 
few forcing nearly 260,000 Arabs to 
stay home in refugee camps ond 
neighborhoods. 

Palestinians and Israelis clashed 
in the Moghazi comp, where troops 
shot ond wounded four Arobs rang- 
ing in age from 17 to 25, ond in th_^ 
Dcir cl Boloh comp, where one mori. 
was shot and wounded, hospital offi- 
cials said. In the Gaza town of Rafoh, 
hospital ofBcials said one Arob was 
wounded. 

Palcslinions also clashed with the 
ormy in Goza City. Ofndals ol Ahli 
Arab hospital thtirc said nine people, 
. including o 10- and I2-ycaroId, were 
wounded by troops. 

An army spokesmen, who request- 
ed ononymily, said the casualties in 
Gazo followed "scattered distur- 
bances in which groups of 20 to SO 
people rioted and tiirew stones, " 

Walls in Gaza City were covered 
with slogans painted by tho funda- 
mentalist Moslem Homas (Zeal) 
movement, which supported the 
strike, an Arab reporter said. 

"Yes to’thc Holy War, no to the 
Zionists," one slogan read. 

The strike was called by Hamas 
and the PLO-affliiated Unified Na- 
tional Leadership of the Uprising to 
mark the onniversary of the Oct. 29, 
1956 massacre in ^fr Qosim, an 
Arab village in Israel. 


On that day, an army patrol 
opened fire on villagers who unknow- 
ingly violated a curfew declared by 
Israel after it launched its military 
campaign against Egypt in the Sinai 
Peninsula. Forty-six villagers were 
killed. 

On Saturday, Palestinian flags 
were flying from electricity poles, 
mosques and churches in West Bank 
ond Gaza Strip towns and cities. 

Most businesses were closed, 
transport was at a standstill, and 
black smoke curled into the air from 
burning tires. 

"Let’s burn them on their election 
doy," said a slogon in the city ofBcth- 
lehcm, referring to the Israeli elec- 
tions Nov, 1 

" In the West Bank, stone-throwing 
Polcstinian youths blocked Ramol- 
lah's Old City for about two hours, 
Arab sources said. Soldiers fired in 
the air. 

Soturday’s most violent clash was 
in the West Bonk village of Rujib. 
The ormy said Arab youths blocked k 
mqjor road near the villogo and 
hurled rocks and bricks at soldiers. 
The army reported six wounded, in- 
cluding Q youth it said wos shot just 
08 he was about to hurl a brick from 
a rooftop on o soldier below. Arab 
hospital officiols put the number of 
wounded at seven and soid one was 
in critical condition. 

In the £1 Ein and Balata refugee 
comps near Nablus,' two teen-agers 
were wounded in clashes, ofHcials at 
Nablus' Ittihod hospital reported. 

In the West Bank town of Jenin, 
an 8-ycar-oId boy was shot in the faco- 
and another teen-ager wounded, the 
officials said. 

The strike also spread to Arab cast 
Jerusalem, where police used tear 
gas lo.break up a clcmonstration af-^ 
ter Arab^ blocked off a road in the 
Jaboal El-Mukabcr neighborhood^ 
police said. 


Party leaders may be old, but young generation of politicians emerges

, JERUSALEM — The men at the top and 
the policies may be old and familiar, but this 
year's Israeli election campaign has focused 
to a surprising degree not on the major par- 
ties' traaitional Icodership but on a new gen- 
eration of politicians in their 30s and 40s. 

■ The old faces — Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir of the Likud bloc, who is 73, Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres and Defense Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin of the Labor Party, 65 and 66 
respectively — are still featured on the 
stump and in the parties’ nightly televised 
advertisements. 

But both party organizations have made a 
calculated decision to skip over virtually an 
entire decade of politicians in their 60s who 
are supposedly in line to succeed these three. 
They arc presenting instead a younger collec- 
tion of new faces te deliver their message. 

"After two decades of being served upthc 
same faces, there's a natural desire to sec 


someone new," says Harry Wall, local repre- 
sentative of the Anti-Defamation League and 
a veteran observer of Israeli politics. 'The 
policies may not*be different, but the elec- 
torate seems to want to sec some new bottles 
for the old wine. " 

When the left-of-center Labor Party wants 
to talk about peace and security, it. often fo- 
cuses not on Peres, the party leader, but on 
recently retired generals Avigdor Ben-Gal 
and Ori Orr, both of whom ore new additions 
to the party's stable. 

They argue with authority that Israel can 
afford to surrcndc'r much of the occupied 
West Bank because of its military strength. 

When it wonts to attack Likud's economic 
policy. Labor calls on local mayors like Eli 
Dayan of Ashkclon and Amir Peretz of 
Sdcrot, both in their late 30s, who complain 
emotionally that their working-class commu- 
nities arc being shortchanged while the rival 
' Likud pours money into Jewish sotUements 
in the occupied West Bank. 


Both arc members of Israel’s Sephardi ma- 
jority — Jews from the Arab world — as is 
Nissim Zvili, who moderates Labor’s nightly 
political television program. 

Behind the scenes ot Labor headquarters, 
newcomer Yossi Beilin, a Peres intimate, is 
running polling operations, while Avraham 
Burg, another former oidc to Peres and sdon 
of a famous political fomily, is coropni^ 
spokesman. 

The rightist Likud bloc counters with 
Binyamin Begin, son of the former prime 
minister, and Binyamin Netanyahu, the for- 
mer ambassador to the United Nations, who 
have been verbally puncturing Labors vori- 
ous policy balloons for weeks. Both arc ftrst- 
time candidates for the Israeli parliament, or 
Knesset. 

The rest of Likud’s young guard — includ- 
ing Knesset mcmbcrB Dan Mcridor, Ehud ’ 
Olmcrt, Ronnie Milo, Moshc Katzav and Mcir 
Shitrit — arc veteran politicians who arc 
among Shsmirs closest advisers and who are 


also featured in the party's campaign adver- 
tisements. 

So is Moshc Nissim, who in the campaign ‘ 
four yeors ago was virtually invisible but now 
is considered one of Likud's main electoral 
assets because of his tough pcformancc as fi- 
nance minister. 

"We sec a very remarkable young leader- 
ship arising for the future, a brilliant range 
of young, very capable and very eloquent peo- 
ple," Shamir said in a recent interview. 

Analysts say the parties arc reaching for 
younger spokesmen partly in an attempt to 
re-establish credibility with voters who have' 
not been pleased by the performance of the 
major parties in recent years. Many of tho 
younger faces hove, no government record 
ond cannot bo blamed for the mistakes of the 
past. 

Surveys indicate that voters look mainly ot 
party platforms and at the men at the top, 
Shamir and Peres, in deciding how to vote, 
and no one believes, the new faces will make 


a critical difference in the election Nov. 1. But 
for tiach party, the emergence of the new gen- 
eration mcons important changes. 

The shift, is more than generational. 
Shamir ond Peres were bom in Poland and 
spent their childhoods in a Jewish world that 
was destroyed by the Holocaust. 

Their historicol vantogC’Voint differs dra- 
matically from those of the new generation, 
almost oil of whom were bom in Palestine 
and grew up in a newly independent Israel. 

For years, Labor in particular was typecast 
as an aging and elitist political machine that 
rewarded hacks and longtime loyalists ancl 
feared newcomers. 

While Likud had nearly a dozen Knesset 
members in their 30s, Labor had but one. Its 
tickets were chosen in smoke-iillcd rooms, 
and it seemed to have little interest in court- 
ing politicians from independent constituen- 
cies.

Israeli generals say satellite launch is too costly

But, he added, "government min- 
istries, including the Defense Min- 
istry may have been asked to pur- 
chase broadcast channels on the 
satellite." 

According to Israeli news reports, 
Amos will beam television rignals to 
Israel and possibly other countries, 

The spacecraft is being developed 
by a private company. General Satel- 
lite Corportion, headed by former 


army intelligence chief Mqj. Gen. 
Mcir Amit, Israeli news reports said. 

The debate over Amos comes two 
weeks after Israel launched its first 
space satellite, Horizon-1, which is 
reportedly carrying surveillance 
equipment for possible intelligence 
gathering, 

Nccman said Horizon-1 would stay 
in orbit through Novemter, more 
than a month longer than originally 
scheduled. 

He said the longer flight was possi- 
ble because the launching had been 
more powerful than expected and the 
craft was orbiting at a greater dis- 
tance from earth than planned.

ors will do as thoV did in 1984 and 
dve roughly equal support to Peres' 
dovish Labor Party and the rightist 
Likud bloc led by Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

"Israelis arc a notoriously conser* 

tho Smith Research Center, a re- 
spected polling group. A plurality of 
tnem has always supporuAl tho party 
in power, except in 1977, when sup- 
port shiflcd from Labor to Likud, and 
where a plurality has stayed ever 
since. 

"Once people get .into a voting pat- 
tern," said Smith, "it i^very hard to 
shake them loose, and hot too many 
things show they are being shaken 
loose now." 

If that is tho case, Shamir may not 
control enough scats in the 120-mcm- 
ber Knesset, Israel's parliament, to 
form a government of the right, and 
Peres may not control enough scats 
to form a government of the left. 
They then might hove to put aside 
tho harsh words of tho com^ign and 
form another jMrtnership. 

Labor and Likud have governed to- 
gether since 1934 in a "national uni- 
ty" government, but in the spirit of a 
couple staying together not out of of- 
Cecuon but because it was the best of 
the oltcfnativca. Tho government 
gradually has become paralyzed be- 
cause of seemingly irreconcilable dif- 
ferences between its two halves, es- 
pecially on tho issue of how to 
achieve a regional peace. 

Another Labo^Likud coalition is 
not what most Israelis want but 
what many expect te get.

But th e sa me- su rre ys fm thnore-Is— 
raclis anticipating another "national 
unity" coalition than a government 
led clearly by cither Likud or Lobor. 

If the polls arc proved correct, it 
has barely mattered that the ques- 
tion of the future of the Israeli-occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza Strip has 
moved to foreground from back- 
ground, that the Palestinian uprising 
continues - there and that Israel's 
economy is again distinctly shaky. 
Voters at Icost say that they arc 
sticking to their habits.

Israeli Arabs arc the other part of 
the electorate, and in this election 
could have a decisive voice. Labor 
has in the past been the major bene- 
ildary of their votes. 

Wthout large numbers of Arab 
votes, Labor is mven little chance of 
outpolling Likud. With them, Labor 
has a much better chance of control- . 
ling more Knesset seats than Likud, 
and being formally asked by Israel's 
president to try to form tho next gov- 
ernment.

ter tho 1967 Six-Day War have no 
rights of citizenship, including tho 
right to vote. 

In the 1984 elections, 73 percent of 
eligible Israeli Arabs voted and IS 
won scats in the 120-mcmbcr Knes- 
set, Israel's parliament Their voting 
strength has grown by 65,000 in the 
last four years, and the Israeli Arabs 
now have the potential te cloim 20 
Knesset scats. 

Labor has been campaigning fever- 
ishly in the Arab communities in an 
attempt to at least hold on to their 
share of tho vote. 

Education Minister Titzhak 
Navon, who speaks flawless Arabic 
and maintained good relations with 
Israeli Arabs when he was Israel's 
president from 1978 to 1983, has 
been stumping the villages for Labor. 

"The Arab vote is very important" 
Navon said. The surveys show that 
the status quo remains more or less 
in place. There has been no real 
change, so the vote here can be deci- 
sive.” 

But Labor Party leaders admit 
that tho "intifada" — or uprising, in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip — has 
complicated their efforts to woo Arab 
voters. 

The Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation has unofficially recommended 
supporting IcRist Israeli parties, in- 


cluding Jewish parties, in the elec- 
tions. Salah Khalif, the PLO's see- 
ond-in-command, was recently quot- 
ed as saying the Labor Party was 
"more progressive" thon Likud. 

"We can convince them in the 
evening," said Musalaha Nuaf, one of 
two . Arabs running on the Labor 
slate, "but in the morning, they turn 
on the news and hoar that three 
Palestinians were killed in the terri- 
tories, and it destroys everything we 
have done." 

A recent Labor poll shows the par- 
ty is losing 40 percent of the Arab 
constituency it held in the 1984 elec- 
tions. 

Four years ago, Likud won 2 per- 
cent of the Arab vote — mostly Druse 
and Bedouins — and Labor pulled in 
24 percent 

Three Israeli Arabs won Labor 
Party scats in the Knesset. The 
Arabs' other 13 scats were divided 
among the Communist Party and 
several small leftist groups. 

Both Likud and Labor refuse to ac- 
cept an independent Palestinian 
state and will not negotiate with the 
PLO until it renounces violence and 
recognizes the state of Israel. 

Defense Minister Yitzhak Rabin — 
a leading figure in the Labor Party — 
has furtner alienated many Arab vot- 
ers wi^ his tough stance against 
Palestinian protesters.

“Strategically, they both believe in 
the Hundred Years War theory,".8aid . 
Jerusalem Post columnist Yosef 
Goell. The differences are at the tac- 
tical level. Likud takes the bulldog 
approach — you dig in and you hold 
fast and say no until the other side 
breaks — whereas Labor secs the nu- 
ances and wants to be more flexible." 

There are indeed some nuances. 
Labor's opposition to talking with the 
PLO is subject to repeal if the orgoni- 
zation ever agrees to recognize Is- 
rael's existence and its ri^t to se- 
cure borders — as cmbodiM in U.N. 
Security Council resotutions 242 and 
338 — and renounces terrorism. 

Likud’s opposition Is more im- 
mutable because, as senior Shamir 
aide Yosef Ben-Aharon said in a re- 
cent interview, talking to the PLO is 
the first step toward an independent 
Palestinian state, an untity Likud op- 
poses for ideological and strategic 
reasons. 

Labor's peace platform is essential- 
ly the same as it has been for 21 
years of Israeli military occupation: 
the so-called Allon Plan, which calls 
for withdrawal of Israeli troops from 
Arab potation centersl yet perma- 
nent control over vast stretches of 
strategic West Bank river valleys and 
hilltops. 

And despite the intifada's message 
of Palestinian self-reliance and the 
subsequent withdrawal of Jordan's 
King Hussein from a role in the occu- 
pied territories. Labor still empha- 
sizes the “Jordanian option" — nego- 
.tiations under the auspices of an in- 
ternational conference with a joint 
Jordanian-Palcstinian delegation in 
which the moderate Hussein would 
somehow restrain the more radical 
Palestinians, 

But many Israeli voters appear 
aware of longstanding Jordanian and 
Palestinian objections to the Alien 
' Plan and few appear to view Hussein 
as a viable negotiating partner. Per- 
haps worse, some analysts believe 
many Israelis have developed a sense 
of fatalism about prospects for peace. 

; "I very much fear^,that a lot of peo- 


ple simply don't believe peace is pos- 
sible," said Labor activist Susan Hat- 
tis ^lef. "So to them an inlemalion- 
al. conference, local elections in the. 
West Bank, etc., is all a load of bull," 

If so, Shamir's Likud may win 
handily. But polls suggest many Is- 
raelis believe themselves to be seek- 
ers of peace, even if they know the 
odds arc against them. Shamir's in- 
sistence that the peace process be 
continued on the basis of the 1 0-ycar- 
old Camp David accords between Is- 
rael and Egypt strikes many as the 
same thing as having no peace plan. 

"No one likes to feel that the situa- 
tion is hopeless," said political scien- 
tist Elazar. "But that's the way 
Shamir makes it sound." 

Shamir said in a recent interview 
that if he won the election, his first 
stop would be to call on Egypt's Pres- 
ident Hosni Mubarak to persuade 
Hussein and local Palestinians to be- 
gin direct negotiations with Israel- 
without PLO involvement. Shamir 
admitted it is unlikely Mubarak ' 
would agree, at least at first, but the 
prime minister insisted that once 
Jordan and Egypt realized there was 
no other altomative, they would ac- 
cede to restarting the Camp David 
autonomy tolks that were broken off 
seven years ago. 

Shamir said he is willing to negoti- 
ato a wide-ranging version of autono- 
my for West Bankers and Gazans but 
is adamantly opposed to returning to 
Arab sovereignty any land. Beyond 
that, he answers all requests for 
specifics by spying he will negotiate 
only when he gets to the tabic. 

"The Likud attitude is that negoti- 
ations arc like a poker game, which 
must be played with one's cards close 
to the chest," Philip Gillon, another 
Jerusalem Post columnist, wrote re- 
cently. "So they arc not prepared to 
say what they arc prepared to give 
up — if anything at all— for the 
peace that Shamir says ho wants just 
as much as Peres. Tho trouble with 
this approach is that he is playing 
poker against the voters as well as 
the Arabs. ...
